in the only Affembly where the national power at 
ent refides. “4 

The opinions were divided, and the debates long 
on this Ghene occafion. At length, however, they 
came to the following moderate and equitable refo-

“The National Affembly perfilts in its former re- 
folution relative to the refponfibility of Miniiters and 
Agents of the executive goers and in the eftablith-

capital.- At the inftant of their departure, a grena- 
dier, who was on duty, and attached to military dif- 
tipline, could with difficulty prévail on himfelf to 
ait his ftation.  * If 1 quit my polt,” fiid he to one 
ot the King’s Gurder da Comps, who happened te be 
near him,.** Yam guilty of a breach of military difci- 
pline, and am difhonoured. If I follow not my come- 
nudes, I am undone. Pray be fo good as to relieve 
‘ny guard.”—The latter refufing, inclination prevail- 

over his fnilirary {cruples, and he {tole off, catting 
teveryftep a reluctant look behind him. 

No fooner had the French Guards marched off, 
han the Town Militia took poffeflion cf the gates of 
the palace, and the barracks. 

The King, informed of this, in{tantly wrote a let- 
ter to the Prince de Poix, Captain of his Private 
Guard, who had put himfelf ut the head likewHe of 
the Verfailles Militia fom days before, defiring to 
have the invalids at leatt {tationed at the iron gates, 
leaving it to his judgment, whether he would think 
It proper to mix with them a ceitain number of the 
Town Guard.

“< We aes great” aren cae os Kurds 
houfes were totally deitroyed, and the commandant 
of the town, with fome general officers, &c.. have: 

The 
commandant is now confined to his bed, in confe- 
quence of the wounds he received from fome {tones 
which were thrown at him. 

* T havebeen witnels to many acts of fergcity in 
the populace; but this is ever the confequence of their 
retaliating-on thofe who have tyrannifed over them. 

* The intendant had a narrow efcape: he was o- 
vertaken near Orchico, on his flight to Douai, and 
obliged to make a precipitate retreat from his carri- 
age, and thelrer himfelf, with a fervant who accom- 
panied him, among the growing corn; when night 
coming on, the fearch for him was difcontinued.: -His 
deputy’s houfe was deltroyed, and his own chateau 
had afterwards the fame fate. He is faid to have re- 
turned thither, and perifhed in the ruins. 

** The foldiers here efpoufed the popular caufe, 
and contributed much to the deitruétion of the build- 
ings, &c. belouging to thole who had rendered them- 
felves obnoxious. Among thete, the houfe of M.

“ We hive all cnlifted, and it was happy we did 
that very night, for all the towa would have beea in 
ilames the next day.
